Wellington, New Zealand, May 2.— 
.\dvices from Samoa indicate that the 
instructions received from the powers 
to cease hostilities makes the situation 
in the islands very serious as the 
rebels bold tbe main food supplies and 
are again near the munidpsilty of 
Apia. 

A correspondent thinks it is evident 
that the home authorities have misun- 
derstood the situation la Samoa. Tho 
Germsns snd rebels sr^ slreidy Jubi- 
lant, and claim a victory over thO Rrit- 
ith and Anierl<an forces. 

Tlie correspondent says that unless 
the rebels are made to submit tbe diffi- 
culties will remain unsolved. The 
whiti' people in the outskirts of the 
city are at the mercy of the rebels. 

The American vice consul's store at 
Fallfa was looted last week, while a 
German store adjbinlng it was left nn- 
toiichrd. British and American resi- 
di rits .sii ongly condemn the action of 
tiie ii'jnrri- in ordering S^ CeSSStiOP o" 
hoi:tilities at this sUte. 

Two days after the last battle at 
Vailima, Lieutenant Ramaaul of tRe 
British cruiser Porpoise marched his 
brigade into Vallma unopposed, and 
\^as followed by a company of British 
bluejackets uad^r Capta^a dturdea and 
Lieutenant Cave. 

Inspection of tbe battlefield shows 
the defe.ises erected liy the rt-liels near 
the home of the late Robert Louis Stev- 
enson were strong and well planned. 
Tbe loss sustained by the rebels, it is 
evident, was much greater than it was 
at first suppo.crd. The miiin s(ction of 
Mataafa's followers who were engaged 
in the battle of Vailima retreated west- 
ward to Lulumoenga, whe^e they lay 
in wait for friendlies. Orders have 
been given them to capture Lietitenant 
Gatmt's head. The rebels wpre also 
anxious to secure the superior weapons 
with which his brigade is armed.
